vs. Lewis Voight & Sons of Cincin.
nati was Monday decided bv the su-
preme court of the United States in
Voight's favor. The suit was brought
by the company on a debt of $37.000,
the payment of which was resisted on
the ground that the paper company
ix a trust. In effect the decision
nolds that an admitted trust, organ-
ized contrary to the Shevman anti-
truet law, can not use the court to
colieet debts.

It was represented that Voight
had hought over $200,000 worth
of paper, on which he had paid 50
per cent. more than he would have
had to pay if there had been compe-
tition. It wag also set out that the
Continental company had been or
ganized to conduet the business of
the various wall paper factories of
the United States and that Voight
as a jobber in its produets. had been
compelled to sign a siriet agreement
on the threat that if he did not dc
s0 no paper would be =old fo hin
and that it would be made impossible
for him to continue in business.

In a demurver the company udmit-
ted that it was a trust and still eon-
tended that it eould properly colleet
debts due it. On this showine the
company’s petition was dismissed bx
the trial eourt and its decision was
afirmed by the United States eir
enit court of appeals for the Sixtk
circuit.  Monday’s opinion was by
Justice Harlan, and sustained the de
cision of the lower courts. Justices
Brewer, White, Peckham and Holmes
dissented,

Justice Harlan’s opinion was of
considerable length and dealt in de
tail with the various phases of the
case. It was based on the third de
fense of Voight, that the company
is part of a trust. He started oul
with the proposition that the Con
tinental eompany is within the pro
hibition of {he Sherman act. which
he =aid, is clear from the faets sef
forth in its defense.
